Century  of 
Graduating 
Students 

Saint  Joseph’s  College 
entered  its  second  centu¬ 
ry  of  commencement 
exercises  on  Sunday, 

May  5, 1996.  Reverend 
Barry  Fischer,  C.PP.S. 
’69,  Moderator  General 
of  the  Missionaries  of  the 
Precious  Blood  and  dis¬ 
tinguished  alumnus  of 
Saint  Joseph’s  College, 
spoke  to  the  139  gradu¬ 
ates  about  the  responsi¬ 
bility  of  developing  a 
social  conscience. 
Reverend  Fischer  over¬ 
sees  an  Apostolic 
Congregation  of  more 
than  550,  ministering  in 
16  countries  worldwide. 

In  a  motivating 
address,  Father  Fischer 
reminded  graduates  that 
when  venturing  into  the 
world,  “Education  is  not 
over,  this  recognition  is 
key  to  survival  in  the 
world.  We  must  listen  in 
order  to  learn,  we  do  not 
walk  alone  but  in  the 
company  of  others.”  He 
challenged  graduates  to 
make  a  difference  in  the 
world  and  “Not  to  be  par¬ 
alyzed  with  fear  or  the 
world  and  society  will 
never  change.”

Council 

Established 

Saint  Joseph’s  has 
established  an  institu¬ 
tional  planning  and  pri¬ 
orities  council  (1PPC)  to 
address  institutional 
goals.  The  council  was 
formed  to  consider  the 
needs  of  the  College  for 
the  next  five  to  ten  years. 
The  council  has  repre¬ 
sentation  from  all  areas 
of  campus  including  fac¬ 
ulty,  trustees,  vice  presi¬ 
dents,  alumni,  students, 
administrators  and  staff. 

The  purpose  of  the 
council  is,  “to  develop  a 
shared  vision  statement 
owned  by  the  entire 
College  community.  To 
establish  an  institutional 
planning  process,  deter¬ 
mine  institutional  priori¬ 
ties,  facilitate  cross 
departmental  conversa¬ 
tions  throughout  the 
College,  set  measurable 
goals  and  designate 
accountable  persons  for 
those  goals,  determine 
how  the  plan  and  priori¬ 
ties  shape  the  College 
budget  and  forward  the 
institutional  plans  to  the 
president  and  the  board 
of  trustees,”  stated  John 
Groppe,  chairperson  of 
the  council. 

The  council  has  identi¬ 
fied  five  strategic  issues 
for  focus: 

1.  Recruit  and  retain 
more  students  who  can 
thrive  academically, 
spiritually,  and  socially 
and  improve  our  ability 


to  assist  our  graduates  to 
begin  their  careers. 

2.  Maintain  and 
strengthen  academic 
programs  that  will  chal¬ 
lenge  our  students  and 
prepare  them  for  accom¬ 
plished  careers  and  lives 
of  willing  service. 

3.  Intensify  the 
Roman  Catholic-ecu¬ 
menical  character  of  the 
College  both  intellectu¬ 
ally  and  spiritually. 

4.  Strengthen  all  areas 
of  student  life,  including 
athletics,  to  provide 
opportunities  for  whole 
person  development  for 
resident  and  commuting 
students. 

5.  Assure  institutional 
viability  through 
increased  interaction 
between  the  offices  of 
Business  Affairs  and 
Institutional 
Advancement  and 
through  excellent  stew¬ 
ardship  of  facilities  and 
resources. 

To  address  these 
issues,  corresponding 
task  forces  have  been 
formed.  Alumni  includ¬ 
ed  on  the  task  forces  are: 
David  Hoover  ’61,  Jim 
Quinn  ’63,  Ron

As  a  result  of  this 
work,  the  council  plans 
to  present  a  comprehen¬ 
sive  strategic  plan  to  the 
Saint  Joseph’s  communi¬ 


ty  in  December.  The 
plan  will  include  recom¬ 
mendations  for  strength¬ 
ening  our  competitive 
advantage  in  the  mar¬ 
ketplace  along  with 
addressing  the  five 
strategic  issues.

While  not  all  of  the 
honorees  could  attend, 
26  new  Fellows  were  rec¬ 
ognized  and  given  a  cer¬ 
tificate  and  lapel  pin. 
Also  appointed  by  the 
President  were  the 
Father  Gross  Fellows 
and  the  President’s 
Fellows. 

Since  Father  Raphael 
Gross  began  the  pro¬ 
gram,  thirty  years  ago, 
over  3,600  generous  indi¬ 
viduals  have  become 
Fellows.  This  annual 
event  includes  a  Mass  for 
deceased  Fellows,  a 
reception  and  dinner.

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College  Receives 
Planning  Grant 
from  Lilly 
Endowment 

The  Lilly  Endowment 
has  awarded  Saint 
Joseph’s  College  a 
$50,000  planning  grant 
to  make  further  applica¬ 
tion  for  Lilly’s  newly-cre¬ 
ated  Special  Initiative 
Grant  Program.  In  an 
effort  to  recruit  and 
retain  college  graduates 
in  the  state  of  Indiana 
and  to  improve  the  quali¬ 
ty  of  higher  education, 
Lilly  will  award  $50  mil¬ 
lion  dollars  in  the  form  of 
grants  to  Indiana  private 
colleges  and  universities. 
The  individual  grants 
will  range  from  $1  million 
to  $4  million  each. 

The  grants  have  been 
developed  by  Lilly  to 
help  reverse  the  trend  of 
losing  Indiana  college 
graduates  to  other  states 
after  receiving  their  edu¬ 
cation.  Currently, 
Indiana  is  ranked  15th  in 
the  nation  in  the  number 
of  annual  degrees  con¬ 
ferred.  However,  the 
state  is  ranked  49th 
nationally  in  the  percent¬ 
age  of  college  degrees 
held  by  citizens  over  the 
age  of  25.  “This  is  the 
type  of  innovative  think¬ 
ing  we  have  seen  in  the 
past  from  the  Lilly 
Endowment  organiza¬ 
tion.  This  program  bene¬ 
fits  everyone,  the  stu¬ 
dents,  colleges,  business¬ 
es,  industries,  and  the 


overall  state  economy,” 
said  Albert  Shannon, 
president  of  Saint 
Joseph’s. 

Saint  Joseph’s  will  uti¬ 
lize  the  $50,000  planning 
grant  to  develop  a  pro¬ 
posal  for  further  funding 
involving  a  program  to 
enhance  relationships 
with  Indiana  employers. 
Also,  the  proposal  will 
include  a  plan  to  transi¬ 
tion  graduates  from  the 
classroom  to  employ¬ 
ment  opportunities  with¬ 
in  the  state.  “When  we 
develop  a  plan  to  move 
our  graduates  into  the 
Indiana  work  force,  it 
will  provide  our  students 
with  an  incentive  to  stay 
within  the  state.  It  will 
also  encourage  high 
school  students  to  attend 
college  in  Indiana  if  high¬ 
er  education  and  the 
business  communities 
are  working  together  to 
provide  employment 
opportunities  for  Indiana 
graduates,”  stated  David 
Chattin,  interim  vice 
president  for  academic 
affairs  at  Saint  Joseph’s. 
Most  of  Saint  Joseph’s 
1000  students  are  from 
Indiana.  The  College 
plans  to  submit  the  final 
grant  proposal  later  this 
summer. 

Frank  J.  Lewis 
Foundation 
Awards  $20,000 
Grant 

The  Frank  J.  Lewis 
Foundation,  awarded 


Saint  Joseph’s  College  a 
$20,000  grant.  The  grant 
will  be  used  to  upgrade 
equipment  used  for 
audio  and  video  pro¬ 
gramming  in  the 
Communication  and 
Theatre  Arts 
Department. 

“Enhancement  of  the 
College’s  telecommuni¬ 
cation  production  facili¬ 
ties  will  not  only  allow 
for  better  support  of  our 
academic  mission,  but 
will  also  provide  numer¬ 
ous  opportunities  to 
extend  quality  radio  and 
television  service  off- 
campus,”  stated  Fred 
Berger,  director  of  televi¬ 
sion  and  assistant  profes¬ 
sor  of  communications.

The  Saint  Joseph’s 
College  baseball  team, 
under  the  guidance  of 
seventh-year  head  coach 
Mike  Moyzis,  finished  the 
season  with  a  52-12 
record.  This  established 
a  school  record  in  victo¬ 
ries  and  secured  the 
team  as  the  1996  NCAA 
Division  II  National 
Championship  runner- 
up  to  Kennesaw  State 
University  of  Kennesaw, 
Georgia.  This  is  the  fur¬ 
thest  that  the  Saint 
Joseph’s  College  baseball 
program  has  ever 
advanced  in  post-season 
play.  The  Pumas  were 
also  the  Great  Lakes 
Valley  Conference 
Champions  for  the  sec¬ 
ond  consecutive  year 


and  the  North  Central 
Regional  Champions. 

Moyzis  passed  a  mile¬ 
stone  this  year  when  he 
earned  his  200th  victory 
in  a  5-1  triumph  over  the 
Wisconsin-Parkside 
Rangers  of  Kenosha, 
Wisconsin.  Moyzis  is  223- 
141-3  in  his  seven  years  at 
Saint  Joseph’s  and  the 
Pumas  have  advanced  to 
the  NCAA  tournament 
and  won  theGLVC 
Championship  four  times 
under  his  guidance. 

The  Pumas  were  suc¬ 
cessful,  in  part,  because 
of  the  exceptional  depth 
of  individual  ability  the 
players  possessed.
